Did Not Think the Boilers Safe. 

In reply to a question sbe said that her hus- 
band two or three weeks before the accident 
told her he was going to get another place as 
soon as possible, as he did not think the boil- 
ers safe and they were liable to blow up at 
any time. 

James Rogers of No. 686 South Canal street, 
cousin of Patrick Rogers, the dead fireman, 
testified that Rogers fired for four years on 
Lake Michigan and was a practicai fireman. 

Mrs. Mary Quirk, No. 355 Fifth avenue, 
who has known Henry Oswald for the last 
year, he having bearded with her, testified 
that he was a married man with a wife and a 
son. They are now at Butte City, Boyd Coun- 
ty, Neb. Oswald was ahelper in the boiler- 
rooms and started to work for Springer 
Thanksgiving. Four years prior to that time 
he had been employed by the United States 
Express company as hostler. 

Chief-Engineer Charles Schroeder took the 
witness-stand and said he weekly received $21 
for the labor he performed. He has been in 
Springer’s employ for nine years, worked for 
eighteen months asa machinist, then as foro- 
man of the machine-shop, and for the last 
five years as chief engineer. He has control

of engine and boilerroom. Henry Cartwright 
is head fireman and has charge of the boiler- 
room when he is not present. Cartwright was 
discharged some time ago and reinstated. He 
could not tell exactly why Cartwright had 
been discharged, but had heard that it was 
because he did not attend to his business, 

“Now, Mr., Schroeder, as chief engineer, 
did you know that Cartwright neglected his 
duty, and, if you did, was the neglect reported 
to Supt. Gallup?” he was asked.

We are not disposed to hamper Mr. Yerkes 
in any way, said Director 8. 


transportation facilities to the people of Chi- 
Gago; we are engaged in the same effort and 
there is no antagonism necessarily between 
na, but for my part I can never give my con- 
sent to another cable track on State street. 
It is not at all a question of whether it would 
cut into the profits of the City railway com- 
pany. My objection is based on much broader 
grounds than that. ‘With a third cable track 
on State street you have devised. a veritable 
death trap. Suppose we were to take off 
the cable-car gates, Which now prevent 
passengers getting off the cars on the side 
next the other cable track. If we were. to do 
that I believe we would average five fatalities 
a day. With another cable track on State 
street the condition is not only as bad as that 
for passengers on the cable road, but it is also 
doubly dangerous for étreet passengers. It 
leaves a cable line between two other cable 
lines. Every passenger getting on or off a 
cable-car must cross ‘a cable track and run the 
chance of being run down by a cable-train. 
Every person who crosses the street must 
dodge three lines of cars, and, while they may 
be able to keep their eyes on two lines, they 
would be running chances of getting knocked 
down on the third. On that ground alone I 
take my stand in this matter, and no one who 
does not want the city disgraced by a death- 
trap on its principal street will, I believe, dis- 
agree with me. 
A Difference and a Reason. 
In reading over the reports that Mr. 
Yerkes presented to his stockholders yester- 
day, I note an interesting point. The expenses 
of operating the North Chicago road were 55 
per cent of the gross receipts, and Mr. Yerkes 
congratulates the stockholders on the fact that 
the expenses have been brought down to the 
lowest point in the history of the company. 
The forthcoming annual report of the South 
Side company will show that the operating ex- 
penses have been 65 per cent of the total receipts. 
This difference indicates exactly the differ- 
ence in the accommodation offered the pub- 
lic. There 1% no reason whatever why the 
South Side road should not be operated as 
cheaply as the North Side. The reason that 
itis not operated so cheaply is because we 
established cross-town lines and gave trans- 
fers that are an actual loss. Did we not do 
that we too could operate for 558 per cent and 
save in doing it $380,000. 
Lam in favor of giving Mr. Puliman’s 
new double decked cars a trial. They impress 
me favorably in theory, and we could soon tell

the people, and these cars seem to me a step 
in the direction of better facilities. 

While committees and directors are trying 
to devise means of increasing transportation 
facilities, the number of persons who must be 
furnished transportation keeps on increasing 
at an astounding rate. For the first ten days 
of this year the average daily receipts of the 
Chicago City railway company were $9,421. 
The average for the corresponding ten days 
for 1891 was $8,780, showing an average daily 
increase of $640. This shows an inerease in 
the number of passengers carried daily of 
12,806. In the first eleven days of this month 
the earnings of the North Side company 
showed an increase of nearly $5,500. which 
would indicate an average daily increase in 
the passengers carried of 10,000, 

Mr. Yerkes Not Particular. 


Ald. Powers said yesterday that President 
Yerkes told him that he was not particular 
about making State street the eastern termi- 
nus of his Van Buren street loop. Mr. 
Yerkes said, continued Ald. Powers, that 
he could run his cable line on Dearborn street, 
hisonly object in going to State street being 
that the merchants and property-owners have 
asked him to.“ 

The North Chicago Street railroad company 
has a franchise on Dearborn street and it 
would be easy for the West Side company to 
make arrangements for a cable track be- 
tween Van Buren and Adams streets. Mr. 
Yerkes claims that he has the frontage for all 
the proposed lines included in the omnibus 
ordinance introduced in the Council Monday 
night. Some of the Aldermen are in- 
clined to question this, and in one or 
two instances will make an open fight. Ald. 
Keats and Ald. Jackson said yesterday they 
would oppose the proposed line on Robey 
street for the reason that the property-owners 
are against it. Ald. Keats said that such men 
as John Buehler, John Mohr and his sons, 
Matthias Shultz, the furniture manufacturer, 
Dr. Wiles, John Gross, and others equally 
prominent would fight a track on Robey 
street. The thoroughfare is only thirty feet 
wide between North avenue and Division 
street, and it is presmmently a residence 
street. They are willing to have aroad on 
Lincoln street. 

Ald. Cullerton’s Proposition. 

Ald. Cullerton, who is a member of the Sub- 
sommittee on Permanent Relief of the Intra- 
mural committee, is in favor of makmg the 
terminus of the West and North Side lines on 
the west and north sides of the river. “Peo. 
ple may laugh at the idea, he said, but it is 
worthy of careful consideration, and the more 
people think of it the better they will like it. 
See how the down-town streets are congested 
now, and the city is growing rapidly, while the 
street railroads continue to dump all their 
traffic in a circumscribed center. Chicago 
will have to come to such a solution of the 
problem some day, and the sooner it comes 
the better. It would be a good thing for the 
city to have the North Side lines stop at Kinzie 
street, the West Side lines at Canal stréet, and 
the South Side lines at Van Buren 
street, and tear up all the tracks down- 
town between those streets. The first ques- 
tion, of course, would be the power of the city 
to have these tracks torn up, and, 
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Favors the Yerkes Ordinance.

He was cool and collected, shook hands with 
them, and informed them that he was going 
to Chicago. No strike has occurred during 
the last two years of any importance. It was 
impossible for the labor men to get the man- 
ufacturers in their power. Forewarned was 
forearmed, and in consequence reduction 
after reduction ‘had taken place. Free 
shops were soon opened. James H. Win- 
chell loudly boasted that he was done 
with labor unions and would run his shop 
to suit himself. Chick Bros. soon after fol- 
lowed suit. Wallace, Elliott & Co. discharged 
their belp and claimed that they were going 
out of the business. Ridden of the objection- 
able men they soon opened practically a free 
shop. The ranks of the labor unions daily 
grew thinner. The life of the once powerful 
organization was fastebbing.

The D. K. E. or Dickey club is the only 
Greek letter society at Harvard which amounts 
to much for any large body of men. There 
are other Greek letter societies which have 
high social standing, but these have so few 
members that they do not exercise any con- 
siderable amount of influence. ; 

The Dickey is a sophomore society, and the 
men are chosen in batches of ten. Towards 
the end of each college year the sophomore 
members of the society elect the first ten from 


the next class; for instance, next spring the 


members from 94 will choose the first ten 
from 95, while the latter men are still fresh- 


men. 

Then, with the beginning of the next year, 
these ten men are the nucleus of the society; 
they elect the next ten, these twenty choose 
the next ten, and so on until the list of sixty 
is filled. The number is raised a little from 
year to year, but there are ordinarily sixty 
members. Everything depends upon the num- 
ber of swell and wealthy men in the class. 

The most trying days for the neophyte is 
when he is said by his fellow-students to be 
running for the Dickey; his trials last for 
nearly a week, and no task is too difficult, no 
situation too embarrassing to be suggested by 
the older members of the society. The things 
tu be done by those chosen on the first tens 
are much more difficult than for those who 
come on later.

Senatorial Assignments Made Yesterday by 
the Caucus Committee. 

Wasuinecron, D. C., Jan. 13.—[Special. }|— 
The Senate Caucus committee today fixed up 
the committee assignments of Senator Per- 
kins of Kansas.

Duty Must Re Paid on Car Bolts. 


Ever since the Canadian Pacific and the 
Great Northern railway doubled up they have 
been running freight-cars across the interna- 
tional boundary line between the United States 
and Canada. Whenever repairs became 
necessary in Canaila the Canadian Pacific 
company furnished the necessary materials, 
and the same thing was done by the Great 
Northern on this side of the line. Some time 
ago, however, the agent of the Great Northern 
at St. Paul addressed a communication to the 
Secretary of the Treasury asking that certain 
bolts and couplings needed for repairs to cars 
of the Canadian Pacific road which had 
brought freight into the United States should 
be admitted free of duty. There is no pro- 
vision of law, however, for such a course, and 
in reply to the communication the Treasury 
Department declares that such materials are 
dutiable, and there will be neither remission 
nor refunding of charges made by officers of 
the customs service. 


Favorable Report on the Pure Lard Bill. 

The Senate Committee on Ayriculture has 
authorized Chaitman Paddock to report 
fayorably his pure-food bill. It is believed 
the bill will be bed in the Senate. Its 
author thinks t if a generals measure 
of this kind were passed, at a reasonably early 
date, it will stop a flood of special bills. The 
Paddock measure is general in its nature. It 
does not call for any internal revenue tax, and 
its operations are to be carried on under the 
direction of the Department of Agriculture. 
It defines adulteration and it provides a means 
of prosecuting offenders in the Federal{courts. 
Few changes have been madein it since the 
last session. 

Investigating the Whisky Trust. 


Agents of the Department of ‘Justice have 
been making inquiries among the whisky 
dealers of New York and Boston for the pur- 
pose, of determining whetber the whisky trust 
is violating the Anti-Trust law or not, as 
charged by the Alexandria Drug and Seed 
company of Atlanta, Ga. Attorney-General 
Miller, when questioned concerning the mat- 
ter, declined to state what the results of the 
investigation were or what course the depart- 
ment would pursue.

Coroner Bronaugh Says the Company Will 
Be Exonerated.

The strong black- 
smith was brought from Kankakee by at- 
tendants, and joy at recoverin i 
long-lost child cannot be described. He re- 
turned to the asylum, but soon after was dis- 
charged as cured, a ogy J N. Gurley, a 
painter, and his wife, Josie Gurley, were ar- 
rested for abduction of Annie, and the 
woman was sent to Joliet for five years. 
Redmond resumed his business, but a few 
months later his wife appealed to the courts, 
claiming that he was

danger from him. Inthe trial Dr. Flavius 
M. Wilder testified that he believed Red- 
mond was insane, and the blacksmith 
was recommitted to Kankakee. He was dis- 
chargedtin a few wevks, but remained est 
from his family.

I have no doubt of it, and it is a mystery 
to me why the authorities at Kankakee ever 
let him out of the asylum. They have 
played a prominent part in today's 
tragedy.

It con- 
tained a choice collection of what at first ap- 
peared to be coffee grounds, but a careful 
analysis proved the deposit to be red oxide of 
iron, otherwise iron rust.

They appreciate its richness of 
quality but prefer a substitute which will be 
more water and less matter.

DISCUSSED BOILER INSPECTION. 


City Officials Consider Proposed Ordinance 
{ Changes. 

Mayot Washburne, Boiler Inspector Pick- 
ham, and Supt. McClaughry had a conference 
in the foriner’s office yesterday relative to the 
proposed changes in the laws regulat.ng boiler 
inspection. Tha Springer explosion and the 
general subject of boiler inspection were dis- 
cussed. 

Mr. Pickham told the Mayor that annual 
inspection of boilers was not frequent 
enough for public safety, as a new 
boiler or one perfectly sound when 
inspected might be seriously weakened inside 
of a year. He detailed some of the difficul- 
ties he has met in trying to get people to re- 
pair their boilers, and suggested as an addi- 
tional safeguard municipal supervision of 
firemen, who have control of boilers more 
than the engineers. He thought that there 
ought to be a board of examiners to examine 
firemen as well as engineers. 

Supt. McClaughry thought that failure to 
wake repairs ag ordered should constitute a 
misdemeanor. 

The Boiler Inspector declared that with half 
the fees, the remuneration now allowed him, 
he can only afford te have three Inspectors 
besides himself, and that it keeps them busy 
* + 4,000 boilers a year. 

he Mayor announced that he would pro- 
vide in the amendatory ordinance for more 
frequent insjéction, semi-annual at least, for 
the payment of a larger share of the fees to 
the Inspector, ana for examination of fireinen.

DETAILS OF THE CANTOR BILL. 


It Asks for $300,000 and Provides for an 
Active World's Fair Commission. 

Arpany, N. I., Jan. 13.—(Special. ]|—In the 
Senate today Senator Cantor introduced the 
World's Fair bill. It .appropriates $300,000. 
Mr. Cantor in presenting the measure said 
that greater amounts had been asked for, but 
that he had been told by Commissioner 
Thatcher that $300,000 was all that could be 
spent profitably this year. The people of the 
State in their present condition could not 
afford any more. The bill was ordered print- 


ed and referred to the Finance committee. 


Senator Cantor’s bill provides that the Gov- 
ernor shall appoint three additional members 
of the World’s Fair Commission and three 
Commissioners in each judicial district of 
the State toact under the direction of the 
General Commissioners in securing a full ex- 
hibit of the State's industries. A chief execu- 
tive officer at $6,000 and a secretary at $3,000 
for the General Commissioaers shall be ap- 
pointed by the Governor. The General Man- 
agers shall Have rooms in the Capitol, and 
shall appoint a board of managers. The 


managers shall report to the Governor, and 


shall serve without compensation except ex- 
penses. The General Managers shall also have 
charge of the naval review in New York har- 
bor in April, 1893, 


Chief Skiff’s Mission. 

Chief Skiff of the Mines and Mining De- 
partment returned yesterday from the East. 
In the course of his trip he visited in the in- 
terest of the Mining Department New York, 
Philadelphia, and Washington. Chief Skiff 
found that the departments of the Smithson- 
ian Institution and others in Washington, rep- 
resenting which are Maj. Powell, Prof. Clark, 
and Dr. Day, are deeply interested in the wel- 
fare of the mines and mining exhibition at the 
Fair, and are anxious to assist it in every pos- 
sible way. Iu the Patent Office Commission- 
er Simons said he would further it by carrying 
out illustrations in the evolution of mining 
processes. This will be done by. the exhibi- 
tion of models already in the Patent Office. 
Mr. Skiff has brought back blue prints of all 
the forms and styles of showcases and cabi- 
nets used for the exhibition of mineral speci- 
wens in all the largest universities and Scien- 
tific universities in the world. 


Tilinots Women Organist. 
Uunois women are to be organized in an ef- 
fort to make a big showing at the World's 
Fair. Every county in the State is to have a 
representative of the Illinois Woman’s Ex- 
position Board. This representative will be 
expected to discover everything of merit -ac- 
complished by women in her county. This 
was determined upon by the Illinois Woman's 
Exposition Board yesterday. There was an- 
other plan which proposed a State organiza- 
tion by Congressional! districts, but it did not 
meet with general favor. With a woman in 
each vounty making monthly reports to the 
Secretary of the board it is thought the field 
will be completely covered. The agents will 
serve without compensation. 


Manufacture of Veet Sugar. 

Chief Buchanan of the Department of Agri- 
culture hopes to have on the Exposition 
grounds an illustration of the factory and the 
machinery employed in the manufacture of 
beet sugar.

Exposition Notes. 
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GOULD WANTS BLOOD. 


HE DEMANDS THE DISMISSAL OF 
TWO OFFICIALS. 


They Are Charged with Manipulating 
Freight Rates—If These Men Are Not 
Discharged Geuld Will Break Up the 
Western Traffic Association — Revenge 
His Object—Kichmond Terminal Reor 
ganization—Condition of New York 
Roads—Other Railway News. 


Private advices received here yesterday are 
to the effect that the meeting of the Presidents 
composing the Advisory Board of the Western 
Traffic Association in New York was not as 
harmonious as the telegraphic reports from 
Gotham indicate, On the contrary, it is 
claimed the meeting was a strong one. 
Charges were preferred by Jay Gould 
against the Burlington, alleging that General 
Freight Agent Tom Miller of that company 
had manipulated the rates. A similar charge, 
it is stated, was preferred by Gould against a 
freight official of the Santa Fé, whose name 
has not been ascertained, and a dsmand made 
that both of these officials be discharged, in 
accordance with the terms of the agreement. 

A year ago Traffic Manager Leeds of the 
Missouri Pacific was shown to have manipu- 
lated rates and Gould was forced to discharge 
The Wizard, it is believed, is now try- 
ing to get revenge by forcing other roads in 
the association to take a similar dose of med- 
icine, 

The Presidents or representatives of the 
roads whose officials were thus assailed by the 
Wizard, it is claimed, refused to believe that 
there was any foundation for the charges pre- 
ferred, and intimated that Gould’s object was 
to get revenge or to make mischief. Mr. 
Gould had his war paint on, and declared that 
he had positive evidence of the cutting of 
rates by those officials, and that they must be 
discharged or the roads under ms control 
would withdraw from the association. 

New York, Jan. 13.—The Advisory board 
of the Western Traffic Association continued 
ite first quarterly meeting at the Windsor 
Hotel this morning. The board was com- 
plete. The business outlined for the day in- 
cluded the election of Commissioners of the 
Advisory Board. The present Cornmissioners, 
Aldace F. Walker, Mr. Midgley, Mr. Finley, 
Mr. Faithorn, and Mr. Vining, willi probably 
be reélected.’ 

It transpired this morning that dur- 
ing yesterday’s session the question 
of the accession of the Chicago 
and Alton railroad to the Western Traffic As- 
sociation was discussed. Those present de- 
clared that the opposition of the Alton road 
has not affected the business or harmony in 
the affairs of the association, but they would 
be glad to have the Alton road represented. 

The question of Chairman Walker’s salary 
has not been fully settled. It looks, however, 
as if the board will only allow a salary of $12,- 
000 a year. The matter will be definitely set- 
tled at the next quarterly meeting to be held 
in Chicago in April. It is probable, however, 
that some of the Commissioners will be in 
favor of evading the question and continuing 
the present arrangement. 

The board adjourned in the afternoon to 
meet again in Chicago Aprill. The question 
of Chairman Walker’s salary was definitely 
settled, the amount beim@ fixed at $12,000. 


RICHMOND TERMINAL SCHEME, 


one Company with Enlarged Powers Is to 


Be Formed. 

Ever since the Richmond Terminal compa- 
ny absorbed the Georgia Central, Georgia 
Pacific, Queen and Crescent, and other im- 
portant Southern railway systems it has been 
more or less embarrassed, owing to inability 
to 4 the enormous system of roads suc- 


cessfully. It has been losing money right 


along. until at last bankruptcy stared it in 


the face. A year ago Jay Gould was induced 
to invest a large amount of money in the com- 
pany, and it was thought that the wizard, by 
throwing the bulk of the Western and South- 
western traffic of the Union Pacific and Mis- 
souri Pacific on the Richmond Terminal lines, 
would help the latter out of the hole and place 
it on a paying basis. But, notwithstanding 
Gould’s efforts, the Terminal company kept 
on the downward grade. Its lines could not 
be successfully operated owing to the conflict- 
ing interests of the various corporations of 
which the Terminal system is composed and 
jealousies existing among them. 

After many conferences a scheme has been 
devised whereby the Terminal company hopes 
to get out of its trouhles. It is a financial 
scheme of unusual magnitude and contem- 
plates the consolidation of all the lines owned 
or controlled by the Richmond Terminal 
company under one management. The details 
of the new scheme have not yet been divulged, 
but enough has leaked out to give an idea of 
what is contemplated by the proposed reor- 
ganization. 

In the first place a new company is to be 
formed with a charter empowering it to act as 
a general proprietary company, with power to 
operate and manage its own lines. When a 
new charter has been obtained the new com- 
pany will issue it securities in exchange for 
those of the companies now forming the pres- 
ent terminal system. The terminal securities, 
as representing the control of the subordinate 
road, will also be exchanged. It is estimated 
that a complete change can be effected by the 
issuance by the new company of $189,000,000 
of bonds, and $136,000,000 of stock. Large as 
this capitalization is, itis claimed that it is 
less than $40,000 a mile. 

There is evidently an intention to freeze out 
the minority stockholders, for the scheme pro- 
vides that they can come in or stay out as 
they may see fit. The saving of expenses, it 
is claimed, will be enormous. The clashingof 
separate management will be done away with, 
and the a of the road can tell without 
trouble just what their income is and where it 
is to be applied. 

The main object, however, seems to be to 
prevent a separation of the roads in the sys- 
tem, to freeze out the individual manage. 
ments of the various lines, and to water the 
stock to the utmost limit. 


ABOUT THE NEW YORK RAILROADS, 


The Annual Report of the Empire State 
Railroad Commission, 

AL Baur, N. I., Jan. 13.—[Special.]—The 
annual report of the State Railroad Com- 
mission states that the business of railroads 
the last year in New York State has been 
satisfactory. It recommends that the State 
should exercise its right to determine where a 
railroad shall be originally laid, as well as its 
right to regulate it after it is built. Regret is 
expressed because of the failure of the 
adoption of a general freight classification 
applicable to all railroadsof the United 
States through its rejection by the Trunk 
Line and Transcontinental Associations. 

It is recommended that if unlimited passen- 
ger tickets are abolished provision be made for 
the redemption of the unused parts of tickets 
at authorized agencies at an equitable price.

A PROPOSAL TO ERECT ONE ON 
KINZIE STREET, 


To Run from Franklin Street on the North 
Side to Despiaines Street on the West 
The Lake Shore Inlet Tunnel to Be 
Ready for Use Within Two Weeks 
Changes Urged at the Bridewell—Two 
Ordinances Indorsed—Other Municipal 
News of Interest. 

A conference of railroad officials, city offi- 
cers, and property-owners was held in Com- 
missioner Aldrich’s office yesterday to discuss 
a proposal to build a viaduct on Kinzie street 
from Franklin street on the North Side to 


Desplaines street on the West, with approaches 


on the Sguth on Jefferson and Canal streets. 
Ald. Gosselin, who was present at the meeting, 
has been pushing his order on the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul road to build via- 
ducts over their tracks at Jefferson and Clin- 
ton streets, and another order on the Chicago 
and Northwestern road to remove their tracks 
from Cook and Dunn streets. One order is a 
complement of the other, for the reason that 
there would be no outlet for the Clinton 
street viaduct on the north except 
through the railroad yard on 
the Northwestern road, unless the 
tracks are removed from Cook and Dunn 
streets. The railroad company has shown no 
disposition to remove ita tracks, but Ald. 
Gosselin has the opinion of Corporation 
Counsel Miller, to the effect that it can be 
eompelled to remove its tracks from Cook 
street at least, to sustain him. 

But since the agitation began owners of 
property in that neighborhood have thought 
of a better scheme—the building of the via- 
duct referred to by tne Northwestern road. 
This viaduct would not only furnish an outlet 
for the Clinton street viaduct, but largely in- 
crease the value of property in that viciaity 
by enabling the owners to get at it, 

The only inducement suggested as a reason 
for the building vt the viaduct from the rail- 
road’s standpoint would be the privilege of 


retaining its tracks on Cook and Dunn streets, 


and as no one was present at the conference 
representing the road but a minor official, 
who was unable to speak for the company,

READY FOR USE WITHIN TWO WEEKS. 


Progress of the Work on the North Shore 
Inlet Tunnel. 

The North Shore inlet tunnel will now, it is 
predicted, be finished within two weeks. The 
tunnel extends from the water-works at Chi- 
cago avenue to the exterior government break- 
water—a distance of three-fourths of a mile. 
The completion of this tunnel has been anx- 
iously awaited for months, because itis ex- 
pected to increase the daily water supply by 
20,000,000 gallons. It was the expectation at 
the time work was begun that it would be 
completed by June 20, 1891, but difficulties 


-presented themselves that had not been fig- 


ured on. 


. The tunnel proper is completed. What now 


makes progress slow is the problem of mak- 
ing a connection between the new tunnel and 
the network of tunnels under the water- 
works, The place is like a mine, full of 
shafts, drifts, and cross-cuts, and any careless 
breaking through into the old works, filled 
as they are with water, would seriously cripple 
the present water supply. As soon as the con- 
nection can be made the water can be let in. 
The new crib has for some time been.in posi- 
tion, and there 1s hardly any work to be done 
except at this end. 


NEEDED REFORM AT THE BRIDEWELL 


A Separate Building for Juvenile Prisoners 
Urged. 

The. Board of Inspectors of the House of 
Correction held a meeti in the, office of 
Mayor Washburne yesterday afternoon, at 
which Supt. Crawfond of the bride- 
well again called the board’s attention to the 
necessity of establishing an industrial school 
in connection with that institution for the 
benefit of the boys and girls who are Som- 
mitted there.

Crawford has advocated for several months, 
and Inspector John Worthy has also main- 
tained that something should be doue toward 
separating children from the hardened crim- 
inal classes there. The suggestion has met 
with general approval, but the question of se- 
curing an appropriation for such a school is 
difficult. j :

HE SUSTAINS THE BRUSH COMPANY. 


Judge Lacombe’s Decision Regarding the 
Suit Invelving the Are System. 

The final decree in the suit of the Brush 
Electric Company vs. The Electric Construc- 
tion Company, handed down yesterday by 
United States Judge Lacombe, is in accord- 
ance with the rulings in the same and similar 
cases made by Judges Gresham, Miller, and 
Blodgett. It perpetually enjoins the defend- 
ants from making, using, or selling any arc- 
light electric lamp in which two or more 
pairs of carbon are independently regulated, 
controlled. and burned successfully. 

The distinguishing features of the Brush 
lamp are the arrangement of the feeding mech- 
anism so that the carbons of the two pairs 
shall be dissimultaneously separated for the 

of formmg the arc, and that after the 
are is formed one of the carbons of the pair 
between which the are is formed, shall be fed 
toward the other as fast as it is consumed, so 
as to preserve a steady and uniform light, and 
that when the first pair of carbons is fully
